declaration, and a surcharge for its late filing. 1 In response, 
applicants filed the instant petition on July 12, 2004, made 
timely by obtaining a five month extension of time. Accompanying 
the petition was a declaration executed by Leland, but with the 
signature block for Fussell left blank. 

A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) requires: (1) proof 
that the non-signing inventor (s) cannot be reached or refuses to 
sign the oath or declaration after having been presented with the 
application papers (specification, claims and drawings); (2) an 
acceptable oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1.63; 
(3) the petition fee; and (4) a statement of the last known 
address of the non-signing inventor (s). The instant petition 
does not satisfy requirements (2) and (4). 

With regards to requirement (2), the declaration does not contain 
the mailing address and residence of inventor Fussell as required 
by 37 CFR 1. 63 (c) (1) . 

With regards to requirement (4), Rule 47 applicant has not 
included the required statement of Fussell' s last known address.
